AND VENUS IN THEIK 


GLOKV. 


Those who watch tho planets Jupiter 


and Venus in tho west, after sunset dur- 
ing this week, will se,o ft beautiful specta- 
cle, and also get a clour view of the work- 
ing of tho machinery of tho solar system. 


Venus, which is the brightest, and at 


present tho nearest to the hori/on, is ap- 
proaching the earth from the other side 
of the sun, preparatory to swinging into 
that portion of its orbit which is between 
the earth and tlie sun, and which in De- 
cember next will carry it, right across the 
sun's fiici;. 
Jnpiter. on the other hand, 


is moving nway from tho earth, and going 
round on tlio further side of tho sun. His 
apparent 
motion 
is 
westward, 
while 


Venus sficms to bo moving eii^twiird, and 
in the middle of tlio week they will ap- 
pear to meet, and pass within about a de- 
tjree of each other.

JUMPING AX OCEAN STEAMElt. 


Tho steamer got in from her ocean vov- 


age about" midnight, und jn I h o early 
morning, as she lay at anchor off fitateu 
Island, the pilot came on deck and favored 
the passengers with f ragmen N of conver- 
sation. 
He was a .stout, deliberate and

LICENSE LAW IN CONNECTICUT. 


Connecticut is one of the states whiuh 


has a new liquor law. 
It wont inhi ell'eet 


on Monday lust, but as it applies only to 
tho.se asking for new licenses, and most 
of the licenses do not expire till Novom ' 
her, it has not caused much exeiie:;:e::t. 
One of the law's sections retpiires live 
taxpayers to sign the application of a 
dealer, recommending him as a proper 
person to bo licensed, and the live tax- 
payers must consent to have their names 
paraded before the public in a newspaper 
advertisement for two weeks. 
No liquor 


dealers can sign a recommendation nor 
can 
one 
go 
upon 
a 
bond 
under 


any circumstances. Then, 
again, 
the 


same man cannot go upon but one bond, 
whorens under the old law the Kami! per- 
son could aetas bondsman for any number. 
As il is now, a man worth a million, after 
signing one bond for iJIHIO. is not compe- 
tent to sign another bond for a like 
amount. 
Another provision is forshulling 


oil'places where liquor is sold from the 
dwelling houses where the dealers and 
their families reside. There must be solid 
walls between the store and house. 
Clro- 


cery stores thtlt keep liquor come under 
this head, and must close up the commu- 
nication way. The Hartford Times thinks 
the effect of the law will be to drive ont of 
the business many dealers, but that it will 
prove very unpopular, and will possiblv 
lie repealed next year.— [liosfon Post.
